Blunt Reminder to Legislature 


There was a strange kind of irony 


involved in the fact the legislative deadlock 
over a highway safety program for Wiscon- 
sin resulted in a disputed recess in time for 
the Independence Day weekend, the annual 
period for substantial additions to the 
highway death toll. 


It would be unfair to accuse legislators 


of heartlessly going home in the face of the 
weekend fatalities since the highway safety 
program could not have been effective by 
that time. But it is not trite to observe that 
the fatalities of the holiday period should 
serve as another blunt reminder for the 
Legislature to promptly get back to work 
on the safety bills. 


The Assembly's balking at the bill sent 


to it by the Senate had been variously 
attributed to the power of the liquor and 
beer trades in the Capitol, the Assembly 
majority's judgment that the people do not 
want laws as tough as those proposed by 
Gov. Warren Knowles, and an explanation 
that the Assembly does not regard itself as 
a mere rubber stamp for the Senate or the 
governor. The legislative recess will give 
citizens a period to inform their legislators 
that they are not much interested in any of 
these explanations. What the state demands 
is a safety program with meaning. 


The Assembly, for example, has con- 


cluded that an implied consent provision 
for having a drivers license should apply 
only after an arrest for drunken driving in 
an instance when the driver has hit another 
vehicle to an extent of causing $100 in 
damages or has injured or killed somebody. 
This hardly comes within the objective of 
preventing deaths or injuries, and some 
form of the Senate bill must be adopted 
authorizing police to administer the test 
after an arrest for driving while drunk. 


The Assembly also chose to junk the 


plan for periodic examination of vehicles, a 
recognized keystone of safety programs in 
other states. The debate in the lower house 


recorded doubt over provisions for the 
examination to be done by private business- 
es licensed for this purpose. If there is such 
doubt, the Legislature must provide for the 
more expensive method of such examina- 
tions 
by 
some 
enforcement 
arm 
of 


the state or local government. 


The two legislative houses also are di- 


vided on the extent of re-examination of 
drivers for license renewals. It is difficult 
to understand how there could be any 
quarrel with the Senate's plan for at least 
an examination every four years of eye- 
sight, knowledge of traffic laws, and the 
ability to read and understand traffic signs. 


The eventual safety program must also 


include a decision on Wisconsin's unique 
history of allowing municipalities to allow 
beer sales to teen-agers, which has resulted 
in dangerous traffic to and from the mi- 
nority 
of municipalities 
which 
have 


chosen 
to do so. The 
Assembly 
has 


produced a probably unworkable compro- 
mise which proposes that all municipalities 
be forced to license beer bars for 19-year- 
olds. 


As has been pointed 
out 
by 
Gov. 


Knowles and many others. Wisconsin now 
is not meeting 15 points of the set of 
federal safety guidelines which could 
be 


met in the Senate bill. The federal safety 
act of 1966 empowers a withholding of 10 
per cent of federal highway aids if these 
guidelines are not met. This could mean a 
loss to Wisconsin of $8 million yearly. 


Meeting the directives of the federal 


government as a condition for financial 
aids is a debatable business. But in the case 
of highway safety, it is one more important 
reason 
for adoption 
of a meaningful 


program. 


Wisconsin voters should make their 


desires known to their legislators during 
the recess. And the 
Legislature 
should 


return to work promptly on what is a 
priority assignment for this session.

But beyond that does it really make 
sense to pass such a law? Will Americans 
suddenly become newly patriotic by legis- 
lation'? 


Only 16 members of the House voted 


sgainst the proposed law while 385 cast 
votes in favor of it. Sometimes it seems 
House members do this in the hope that the 
Senate will bail them out of their difficul- 
t.es. But one of the best statements asainst 


the proposal was given by Congressman 
Patsy Mink of Hawaii. 


"America is not a country which needs 


to punish its dissenters to preserve its 
honor. America is not a country which 
needs to banish its atheists to preserve its 
religious faith. America is not a country 
which needs to demand conformity of all 
its people, for its strength lies in all our 
diversities converging in one common be- 
lief, that of the importance of freedom as 
the essence of our country and the real 
honor and heritage of our nation which no 
trampled flag can ever symbolically dese- 
crate." 


There is currently some almost path- 


ological criticism 
of the 
United States 


Government and of President Johnson in 
particular which harks back to the antago- 
nism toward Franklin Roosevelt. But this 
does not mean it is time to pass another 
Sedition Act. Nor should the bad taste and 
vulgarity of a very few Americans panic 
the United States Congress into passing 
into law a bill which puts emphasis upon 
externals and in effect undermines the 
peculiarly American concept of liberty.

But he is 
realistic about his new career. "I know I 
need a lot more experience to become a 
good actor," he comments. 


But more important. Brown is emerging 


as a real leader among the colored people, 
the kind of leader they so desperately need. 
He is national chairman of the Negro 
Industrial and Economic Union, made up of 
outstanding Negro athletes, businessmen 
and professional people. 


Its goal is to counteract the teachings of 


black nationalists. He says the Negroes 
need "green power, not black power," and 


by green power he means, money, economic 
improvement. 


Brown believes the time has come for 


Negroes to lift, themselves by their own 
bootstraps. "We want to change the idea of 
mere passing resistance to one of active 
work toward bettering their own destiny.
